enumerated. 


It specifies more tlh'an one 'hundred 


distinct methods of 
annoydng and 


(harassing fourth class men /and de- 
scribes them in detail. 


'One of the "funny formations'7 de- 


scribed is that practiced on Philip 
S'heridan, jr., who was compelled to 
rdde a broom. Ptick "in mockery of 
'his illustrious father's achievement 
at Winchester." 


The report states that a syeitem of 


fighting has grown i|gi wthich is

its character. The 


fights are described and fhe commis- 
sion state tihat their code is more vic- 
ious than the Queensberry code. 


The committee held that fighting

THE KEITH MTTHDETl C&SE,

The Publication Board Proposes Es- 


tablishing an English Weekly 


Organ of the Conference. 


Portland, Ind., Feb. 9.—A move 


ment is on foot among the 60,000 
members of the Mennonite church in 
the United States to make Berne, 
seventeen miles north of this city, 
the center of Mennoniteism. 
That 


Berne is thus destined to become the 
center is partly evidenced by the 
growing accumulation of Mennonite 
interests there within the last few 
years. 
The Bundesbote, the official 


organ of the general Mennonite con- 
ference of North America, has been 
edited there from its very inception. 
Rev. 
S. F, Sprunger, manager of an 


orphans' home at the same place, has 
for years been president of the con- 
ference and one of its leading men. 
The German Sunday school publica- 
tions are printed there, and have a 
wide circulation, even among other 
Grerman denominations. 
The book 


concern of the conference has its 
home there. 


Berne is the center, even now, of 


nearly every branch of the Mennon- 
ite denomination in the country ex- 
cept one, the American Mennonites, 
who have Elkhart as their hub. Be- 
sides the so-called general conference 
Mennonites, it is the chief location of 
the Egly Amish, or Defenseless Men- 
nonite church, founded some thirty 
years ago by Rev. Henry Egly, a man 
of influence among his people. His 
sons succeeded him in building up 
the church. 


It is also the gathering point of the 


old, or Schwartz, Amish brethren, 
who adhere tenaciously to customs 
of a generation since long passed 
away, but they are as devoted a peo- 
ple as can be found anywhere. 


The publication board of the gen- 


eral conference has just had a meet- 
ing, at which was considered the plan 
of establishing an English weekly or- 
gan of the general conference, side by j 
side with the German organ. 
The ! 


plan will be laid before the general 
conference meeting, which is to be 
held at Berne in the fall of 1903, and 
will probably be favorably consid- 
ered.

must very shortly be replaced with 
more substantial material*

matter of paving alleys, but little 
was done during the year, the proper- 
ty owners generally objecting to the 
improvement. 
It is >the opinion of 


the boadd, however, that there are 
some down 'town alleys which should 
be paved this year. 


SEWBKS. 


More work in the construction of 


sewers was'clone during the past year 
than during any similar period in 
the history of the city. The most im- 
portant piece of work, perhapj, is the 
intercepting sewer, which has long 
been felt as a necessity that must 
sooner or later be met. The contract 
for this big piece of work was let in 
February and has been steadily 
pushed toward completion almost 
every day since. 
Most of the work 


was open trench, but about 3*000 feet 
was tunneled under air pressure. 
When, the sewer itself is completed 
the cast sron connections with con- 
necting sewers must be put in and 
that work cannot be done in cold 
weather, 
with 
the 
best results* 


Therefore, while the main sewer will 
be completed long before that time, 
it will be close to mid-summer befoie 
the improvement will be ready for ac- 
tual service* The board is particu- 
larly warm in its praise of the work 
of Contractor T. J. Peters, who is a 
most competent man, is painstaking 
to build'the very best kind of a job, 
complies with every minute condition 
of the contract and cheefully receives 
any suggestions offered by the boai'J. 
As an instmment of sanitation the 
board considers the intercepter inval- 
uable. The report does not speak so 
highly of the South Wayne sewer, 
which has a total length of 13,850 
feet,'of which 11;831 feet is -of six 
feet internal dimensions and £2,019 of 
five feet. The contractor is J. 1, 
Adams, of Columbus, Ohio. He en- 
countered a number of obstacles, in- 
cluding bad soil, shifting sands and 
considerable water. He is not prop- 
erly equipped with the machinery 
necessary for such a huge undertak- 
ing and his force of men was appar- 
ently not quite up to the standard. 
Some serious mistakes were made and 
the work progressed slowly. Some of 
the workmanship was found inferior 
and much of the sewer must be taken 
up and rebuilt. The city is amply 
protected by bond and the loss will 
fall upon the contractor, although 
the temporary suspension of work is 
a great annoyance. The contractor, 
however, says he will resume work as

pleted during the year and the service 
of the sewers is most satisfactory. 


BRIDGES. 


A number of small bridges in the 


southern part of the city were eith?:- 
washed away or damaged during a 
freshet last spring. These have been 
replaced with substantial iron struc- 
tures and all other bridges are in 
good repair with the exception of the 
Clinton street bridge., This bridge 
was built years ago, when there was 
not much traffic from that direction. 
There were no factories of importance 
and the bridge was considered fully 
ample for public needs. Since then, 
however, the crematory has been 
built, the opening of Fourth street 
and the Jacobs road has opened the 
thoroughfare to a large influx of 
country traffic, Weil Bros, have es- 
tablished an iron yard on the north 
side, the Centlivre brewery teams use 
the road a great deal and all in all 
the bridge is entirely inadequate and 
should be immediately replaced by a 
larger and stronger structure. The 
attention of the county commissioners 
has been called to it and the board 
hopes for the co-operation of that 
body in securing a new bridge. The 
completion of the "Walton avenue 
bridge has opened a large country to 
the northeast to entrance to the east 
part of town. The bridge is a great 
advantage and the approaches there- 
to will be completed early in the 
spring. The present approaches aie 
only temporary. 


PARKS. 


In the parks many improvements 


have been made during the past yeir. 
The appropriation for park purposes 
was inadequate to the actual needs, 
but the board prides itself on havin* 
accomplished as much as it has. 
Many trees, plants and shrubs were 
added during the year and the ter- 
racing of Swinney park is far ad- 
vanced and will be completed in the 
spring. A Spanish war cannon, the 
personal gift to the city from Gen- 
eral Lawton, has been placed in Law- 
ton park, and other improvements 
have been added. The public appreci- 
ates the parks greatly, as is shown by 
the largely increased attendance each 
day, and the board thinks thai; a! 
}arge number of iron settees should 
be added at once to accommodate the 
visiting public. 


GARBAGE. 


This important branch of the pub- 


lic service has been greatly improved 
during* the past year and is now 
working on a better system than ever 
before. The capacity of the crema- 
tory has been more than doubled and 
will meet th&4equirements of the city 
for many years to come. 
The in- 


*crease in the daily collection of gar- 
bage made an increase in employes at 
the crematory necessary and three 
men are now constantly employed 
there. The city has been divided into 
three districts, each of which is 
placed in charge of one man, who is 
heid responsible for his territory and 
the contractor is required to give 
bond. The change in the system has 
proved greatly beneficial. The board 
recommends the passage of an ordi- 
nance making it obligatory for all 
householders to place garbage boxes 
at places convenient of access by the 
garbage collector, 


PUBLIC LIGHTS. 


The board comonends the excellent 


service given by the Jenney Light 
and Power company. The lights are 
strong, are seldom -out except in cases 
of accident and are turned oh at the 
slightest suggestion from the board 
on nights that are not scheduled. At 
the close -of 1899 the city had 269 
lights and sixteen were added during 
the year. There are now a total of 
310 lights in use in the parks and on 
the streets, which includes twenty* 
five lights which are furnished free 
by the company. The price paid is 
$100 per light with -a reduction of 
4^ cents per hour for each hour the 
lights are reported out. The net cost 
to the city after al deductions were 
made in 1900 was $27,588.12. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the year -the clerk of the 


board issued1 414 building permits 
which were for the construction of 
buildings estimated to cost in the 
aggregate, $562,285. A number of 
additions ware plated and plats were 
approved for Koony's adition, Felt's 
addition, 
Kingsley'a sub-division, 


Bauers' sub-division, Edgerton's ad- 
dition, and Walling's first addition. 
The board also reported the construc- 
tion of the conduits by the Home Tele- 
phone company and the Jenney Light 
company. 


CONTRACTS AND FRANCHISES. 
1900 was a great year for fran- 


chises and in electric lines in particu- 
lar, a, big stride was made toward 
connecting the city more directly and 


was

approved December 13 and much of 
the road is now in progress of comple • 
tion. 
The American District Tele- 


graph company has a contract pend- 
ing approval, as has al.so 12.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The beard reported the donation of 


certain strips of land in Industrial 
Park addition, by the late Frank Al- 
derman and dwelt at some length 
upon the introduction of the fender 
system on street cars. The ordinance 
providing for fenders was passed in 
February, 1897, but was never com- 
plied with for a long time. After the 
traction passed from the hands of a 
receiver the bora-d got after tha com- 
pany and insisted on a compliance 
with the ordinance.

ficial and unnecessary thing* 
It is 


like no other fog in the world.

tluough such books as these no boy, has a 


however lemaikible, waded without soupy 
the encouragement and compamon- 
£>ap of the woman who could bestow 
pot only the instiuctor's gift, but the 
ri other's sympathy and love. 


It was Samuel Johnson's mother to 


whom he said in his last letter* 
"You have been the best mother, and, 
I believe, the best woman in the 
world. I thank you for your indul- 
gence to me, and beg forgivenness of 
all that I have done ill, and of all 
that I have omitted to do well." It 
was to defray her funeral expenses 
that in the evenings of one week he 
wrote "Easselas," for which he re- 
ceived $500. 


Bishop Hall speaks of his mother's 


life as saint-like, Never any lips so 
preached piety, never any soul that 
more accurately practiced it. 
He 


gave her credit for much of the char- 
acter and influence that made him a 
power in the church. 


"A MODEL FOB MOTHERS." 
It was Garabaldi who says of his 


mother, a woman of humble stattion: 
"She was a model for mothers. Her 
tender affection for me has, perhaps, 
been excessive; but I do not owe to 
her love, to her angel-like character, 
the little good that belongs to mine? 
Often, amidst the most arduous 
scenes of my tumultuous life, when 
I have passed unharmed through the 
breakers of the ocean or the hail- 
storms of battle, she has seemed 
present with me. I have, in fancy, 
seen her on her knees before the Most 
High—my dear mother!—imploring1 


for the life of lier son, and I have be- 


«. lieved in the efllcacy of her prayers.'' 


"Give me the mothers of the nation 
to educate, and you may do what you 
like with the boys," was one of his 
favorite maxims. 


In all the touching1 examples of the 


influence of motherhood, there is no 
story more tender than that of the 
devotion and the prayers that were 
rewarded finally by the conversion 
of St. Augustine, 
The heart-com- 


munion of son and mother was indeed 
"a fellowship of kindred minds." 


THE MOTHEK OF NAPOLEOH, 
The mother of Napoleon Bonaparte 


was the mother also of twelve other 
children, eight of whom were living 
when she was left a widow, at the 
age of thirty-five. Napoleon said of 
her: "She managed everything, pro- 
vided for everything with a prudence 
which could neither have been ex- 
pected from her sex nor from her 
age. She watched over us with a so- 
licitude unexampled. Every low sen- 
timent, every ungenerous affection, 
was 
discouraged and 
discarded, 


She suffered nothing but that which 
was grand and elevated to take root 
in 
our youthful 
understandings. 


She abhorred falsehood, and would 
not tolerate the slightest act of dis- 
obedience. None of our faults were 
overlooked. 
Losses, privationr, fa- 


tigue, had no effect upon her. Shi 
endured all, braved all. She had the 
energy of a man, combined with the 
gentleness and delicacy of a woman/' j 
Such was Napoleon's love for her that 
he confessed to his friend, when in 
exile at St. Helena, that in all his 
vicissitudes, once only had he been 
tempted to suicide, from which he 
was saved by the loan of a sum of 
money from a friend, which sum he 
sent at once to relieve the dish ess of 
his mother.

muddle on in its familiar way.

;iuent was entirely populated by way 
of Bering Strait within the last tUou* 
sand years, by migrations through a 
zone "of ice, is strongly attacked by 
Frederick S. Dellenbaugfe in lus booK, 


The North Americans of Yesterday" 
(Putnam's). He offers powerful argu- 
ments 9 gainst that theory and ex- 
presses tiie belief thiat all the tribes 
of the northwest migrated there from 
the south and southwest, and not 
withm recent geological times from 
Asia, 


Many of his arguments are compar- 


atively new aad his theories' 
fre- 


quently are at var<&n>ce with the the- 
ories heretofore advanced by acliaeol- 
ogists, anthiopologists and 
geolo- 


gists. T!he author considers an im- 
migration by way of the bering Strai 
improbable. He remarks tnnt peo- 
ples do not willingly migrate into 
frozen regions, 'and the Bering Strait 
ana Alaska, down to Bixon Entrance 
were, not many centuries ago, buiiecl 
under ice and SJIQW. He even doubts 
that thera -were Eskimos in Alaska 
500 years ago.

There are, however, two questions 


which arise <->nd press for explana- 
tion. 
One is, why are men so unlike 


in equipment? 
The other, on what 


principles are endowments of power 
and possible effectiveness distribut- 
ed? 
To these we make this answer. 


First, that it is not within human 
imagination to conveive of a uni- 
verse of matter or a society of men 
in which there would be 
perfect 


equality of parts. 
Neither men nor 


things can be thought of as all mov- 
ing abreast. 
Some must be before 


others. 
How could the 
stellar 


worlds swim and swing in space if 
they were not pulled and pushed by 
that unequal influence of gravita- 
tion which is measured by their un- 
equal masses? 
Reverently we may 


say it, God Himself could not have 
created a universe of things which 
would all have had always an upward 
motion. 
There must be a down- 


ward if there is to be an 
upward 


motion. 
And $bove mere matter 


one mind must outwit another. Else 
if each knew all that *all the others 
do there would be nothing to tell 
and teach. Thus we find that it was 
a necessity that "to one (lesson verse 
15) he gave five talents, to another 
two, and to another one." 


As to the principle on which the 


apportionment was made, we 'Some- 
times need the explanation (verse 15) 
here jgiven to reconcile us to our lot. 
Tell us it were not possible that each 
should be in all respects the equal 
of every other and a rational mind is 
easily convinced of that. But why 
was I given but a two-talent endow- 
ment when my brother or neighbor 
was given five? It is here that the 
less favored are inclined to accuse 
the Creator of injustice. And it is 
here that we have the gentle voice 
of Jesus- explaining the case. 
He 


tells us the talents are allotted to 
each (verse 15) "'according to his sev- 
erarability:"' That is, each has as 
much as he can use or needs to have 
considering the ability 
which b& 


longs to him in his place and as g 
part of the unequally distributed 
whole. 


•Samson and the giants of ancient 


times • needed enormous physical 
strength, and they had the* frame in 
ivhich it could be formed. Peter and 
Paul needed no such muscular might 
for their conditions and calling, so 
were not athletically 
empowered. 


Hence we read of Paul: He was "in 
bodily presence weak." His letters 
(II. Cor., x., 10) say they are weighty 
and powerful, but his speech is "con- 
temptible." He l?ad enough as it was, 
and therefore was not gifted with 
everything. He did not possess the 
deep spiritual nature that the be- 
loved disciple John had, tenor the cool 
judicial intellect of James, the 
Brother of Jesus. 


If by birth we belong to the class 


having small brain power, then only 
medium work will ba asked of us 
If we have not by nature the high 
gift of graceful speech it will serve 
every purpose if we -are as ready as 
Aaron was to use what we have. It 
is worth remembrance that when the 
Lord urged Moses to go on a mission 
to deliver a message to Pharaoh he 
made a loud ado about his inability. 
But when Aaron was bidden go and 
do what Moses had shrank from he 
obeyed and went and was blessed. 
The general principle involved is that 
God asks no one to* do more than ~~ 
gave him ability to do. 
PBAISE TOE WILLING SERVICE. 


Note also the approval which will- 


ing service received wten there were 
only two talents- to work with, 
It 


was just as open and emphatic, as 
that which was -given to the servant 
who n^ade good use of five. 


This brings us to study the u«e 


and misuse of what we have. He to 
whom five talents 
were 
intrusted 


worked to increase thean. Sometimes 
the fact of having much ability is 
allowed to encourage idleness, Men 
of glib tonguea may depend upon 
natural abilities and so neglect work 
and development. See, too, how we 
are here taught that to double what 
we have is as certain to draw the 
approval of the King as to double 
twice as much, if twice as much we 
had. 


It stands for most "that a maw 


shall be faithful" in the station 
where Providence places him. A 
watchman at a railway crossing 
placed there to draw down the bars 
and prevent travelers passing when 
a train is coming—such are often un- 
lettered and exceedingly plain men— 
xnay be every day doing more for 
Mankind than the richest man who 
rides by, without the least recogni- 
tion of that Ujwl/ a*rVaht. fhe buoy 
-v—-- whoye Strength ts ncaity ex- 


hau£tedt, ifrho yet has a heart to help 
still one more worthy object, ia cer- 
tain to receive the "Well done (verse 
21) good and faithful servant." But 
not more certainly will this full* 
handed, faithful servant hear that i 
benediction than will the Humble no- 
body who is as poor as the widow 
who had but one farthing in the 
world and gave it out of pure love to 
God. 


One thing brought out here is that 


by good use our trusts may be large- 
ly increased. There are trusts in the 
hands of men, committed to them by 
their fellows, that shrink and ehrink, 
work however hard the trustee will. 
Some, like the great Girard estate, 
have increased. But where one has 
grown greater, 
how very many 


estates have had that befall of which 
the Bible speaks, "Moth and rust 
doth corrupt," or "thieves break 
through and steal" it, But there are 
possessions beyond the touch of 
thieves or other things that rob. 
Every outlay of life and labor which 
we make for love's sake is inherently 
Indestructible. 
Every endeavor one 


makes to serve so that Christ shall 
be more glorified is as sure to receive 
his reward as we are sure Jesus never 
broke a promise. 
THE MAN WITH ONE TALENT. 


As to the man who had but on<? 


talent, his misuse of it may well serve 
as a warning. First, he dispised it. 
Is it not the same with those who 
cannot be got to do anything in the 
Christian way? Tney do not know 
how; 
they have so little time; they 


cannot "hold up their end" with oth- 
ers in their church or circle* Henc? 
they do nothing. They who under- 
value themselves are sure to be still 
less esteemed by others. 
It is not 


necessary for one to be self-assertive 
in order to be known as a minut? 
man for every needed duty. 
This 


man not only despised his talent as 
too small for any use (verse 18); he 
went and digged in the earth and hid 
his lord's money. It was not his; it 
was the loaned property of his lord. 
He had no more right to conceal it 
than to steal it. 


Our Lord has given every one of 


us at least one small portion of some 
one influential element of character, 
We can speak at least a little, even 
if we stammer somewhat. 
We can 


work at least in an obscure place, al- 
though no high sphere opens for us 
to enter. We can give at least as 
much as a mite. We can be honest, 
earnest, industrious and anxious to 
deserve the Divine approval. This 
man, 
with one talent, laid all the 


blame of his barren life on his lord. 
There is not a hint of self-condem- 
nation, but against his lord heavy 
'rtiarges are laid (verse 24) with great 
boldness. 'By this parable, bear in 
niind, Jesus intends to tell us how 
some accuse God. They accuse Him 
of being a hard God, asking of map 
more than He gave him ability to do 
within the world. The falsity of the 
assertion is seen as soon as we re- 
call that the lord who gave these tal 
ents to his servants, did not specify 


particular percentage of return 
he would expect. 
All he re- 


auired was fidelity. As Jesus in the 
imrable of the virgins closed it by 
<vpeaking of the door shutting, leav- 
ing some outside, so here (verse 30) 
He utters another expression which 
T>oints unmistakably to punishment 
for sin. 


A HUMOBIST TO THE BESCTJE. 


The incident of the successful pros- 


ecution by "Mark Twain" of an over- 
charging cab driver has been 
by subsequent events in which 
distinguished humorist took part, to 
be no joke at all, says the editor of 
the Century. Those who know some- 
thing of Mr. Clemens' career know 
that the "kick," in this case, was a 
"kick on principle; and the newspapers 
were not slow to draw the moral that 
the temper shown in this action on 
the part of individual citizens in our 
various badly governed communities 
—especially in the city of New York 
—would mean the beginning of a new 
era of decency. 


It was not many days after the cab 


driver incident that "Mark Twain/ 
qpeaking after dinner at the St. Nich- 
olas society, but in no "after-dinner" 
mood, praised, with a solemn face, 
the people of New York for their pa- 
triotism, as exemplified in the present 
excellent 
city 
government—which 


government, by the way, is a stencli 
in the nostrils of civilization. 


It looks as if a humorist had come 


to the rescue in one city df the repub- 
lic at least. It may be that his 
oscapftble sarcasm will not only 
plague the enemy in the pending 
fight in New York, but will stir up 
the good citizen us !he dreadfully 
needs to be stirred. 


It is a promising siprn of the pres- 


ent awakening in the metropolis that 
the two men at the moment most ac- 
tive in the attack on bad local gov- 
ernment (though in different ways 
and from different points of view) are 
that good citizen, Bishop Potter, and 
that excellent critic of public morals, 
"Mark Twain." It would seem that 
the common enemy has after him the 
man who prays and the man who 
takes—and while he evidently re* 
shards th4 combination as dangerous, 
It is difficult to tell which he fears 
the more.

greater than that of building up into 
the air, on account of the cost of 
caissons and the limited number of 
workmen who can at one time work 
in the caissons, in the end new under-- 
ground floor space will be found sub- 
stantially clear gain. 


Certainly the foundations of the en- 


tire structure, which will forsver rest 
on bedrock, can never be shaken or 
disturbed by any other building 
whatsoever, or even by the construc- 
tion of a railway tunnel.

- HotWith&t&nding the increased us* 
df beer in Germany and of wine in 
France, bdth ccfttttrift^are going into 


the business of manufacturing '* and 
irinking cider. 
France has made 


•ider for many years, but It is almost 
i new industry in Germany. Both na- 
tions like cider and are drinking 
more and more of it, though the in- 
creasing quantity does not seem to 
iiminsh the consumption of their na- 
tional beverage. 


In three months beginning with 


September last, 4,100 car loads of 
ipples arrived at Stuttgart alone for 
the cider mills of that city. 
Some 


*>f the apples were raised in Germany, 
most of them in Baden and the Rhine 
provinces, but a far larger number 
ame from other countries. 
Belgium 


nd Holland sent 1,115 car loads. 
^rance 1.S08, Austria-Hungary 340, 
Italy 670 and even far-away Spain 
Contributed forty car loads. 
As each 


load of apples was worth about $250 


e three months' shipments to the 


Stuttgar cider mills 
represented a 


large sum of money. 
These statis- 


tics apply only to the one city and 
there are many other towns in Ger- 
many that are active in cider-mak- 
ing. 
The business 
is said to be 


developing most rapidly throughout 
Wurteinburg. 


While Germany imports most of 


her apples, France raises her own 
supply. 
Quite a number of 
the 


northern and central departments 
have planted many thousands of ap- 
ple trees in the past few years. The 
cider crop comes from sixty-five de- 
partments, but more than half of it 
is derived from Normandy and Brit- 
tany. 
Nearly all the cider is for 


home consumption and the imports 
amount to very little. 
The cider 


mill of France are now turning out 
over 150,000,000 gallons of cider a 
year, so between wine and cider all 
Frenchmen of high and low degree 
have plenty to dring without re- 
course to any considerable quantity 
of water.

GARBAGE 


This important branch of the pub 


lie service has been greatly improved 
during the past year and ii 
working on a better system than evsr 
before. The capacity of the crcma 
tory has be«n more than doubled and 
will meet th* requirements of the c.ty 
for many years to come. 
The In- 


crease in the daily collection of gar- 
bmge made an increase in employes at 
the crematory necessary and three 
men are now constantly employed 
there. The city has been divided into 
thre« districts, each of which is 
placed in charge of one man. who is 
held responsible for his territory and 
the contractor is required to give 
bond. The change in the system ha* 
proved greatly beneficial. The board 
recommends the passage of an ordi- 
nance making it obligatory for all 
householders to place garbage boxes 
at places convenient of access by the 
garbage collector. 


PUBLIC LIGHTS. 


The board commends the excellent 


service given by the Jenney Light 
and Power company. The lights are 
ktror-jr, are seldom oat except in care 
of accident and are turned on »t th* 
fli^htfst suggestion from the board 
0:1 nights that are not scheduled. At 
the close of 1899 the city had 269 
lights and sixteen were added during 
the year. There are now a total of 
31O lights in use in the parks and ou 
the Etreets. which includes twenty- 
five liplits which are furniihed free 
by the company. The price paid is 
S1OO per light with a eduction o' 
4 f2 cents per hour for each hour the 
liglits are reported out. The net coit 
to the city after al deductions were 
made in 19OO was S27.3S3.12. 


IMPROVEMENTS.

MEM AND VILLAGES OVERWHELMED IK THE DEATH DEAL- 


I NO SNOW3LIDES.

For the last iU weeks now the an< 


terror of avalanche* and snow 
nu 
elides Las been at Its height in the 
mountain towns of Colorado. 
And 


there has been more than It 
foreboding- 
In several places men 


nnd teams hare been overwhelmed on 
the trail*—swept to death as sudden- 
ly as though ccughi in the vortex of 
* cyclone—small mining camps near 
Ouray have been wiped out, and from 
ininy points reports have come of the 
d.iily tie-up of railway traffic. This 
soil of thing will probably continue 
until the middle of March; then the 
snow fall will decrease, or if it doe* 
rot the returning sun will melt the 
great drifts and they will rush down 
the slope* in torrent* of icy water. 
But until then the daily dispatches 
will continue to give accounts of dam- 
age and death. And all will not be i 
told then. Next summer those who 
fellow the papers closely will probab- 
ly Tf-d a short news story from some 
mountain town, telling how a party 
of hunters or prospectors, as the 
may be, has just come in with word 
that some little settlement in an in- 
accessible canon ha* entirely disap- 
peared, but the track of a great snow 
slide which came down come time in 
the winter indicates plainly how it 
was deriroyed. 


When one consider*; 
th<> really 


small number of mountain towns and 
settlements ccmpared with the moun- 
tain areas, and then recall* the ac- 
counts of the work of the avalanche*, 
their terrible destructiveness is ap- 
parent. They are the most terrible 
of all the elemental disturbance* in 
the localities subject to them. Those 
of the Alps and Appenines in Europe 
have been made the theme of poets 
and word painters, but those in this 
country, which are intomparablv 
more destructive, have hardly beep 
told of even in a matter of fact man* 
ner. 


They posaeas certain marked pecul- 


iarities which distinruish them from 
those of other countries. In the first 
place, there la absolutely ao way of 
telling when one (s going to come 
down, nor wher* tt will when It does. 
In the Alp* there are certain slope* 
to which they are generally confine*!. 
But In this western country there It 
scarcely a mountain or a mountain 
elope which doe* cot show their 
paths. 
; 


Th**e peculiarities are due to the1 


fact that snow fall in th* Rockies '* 
greater, perhap*. thsn in *nv other 
ran re in the world; the slide* are 
merely • consequence of it* piling up 
in great masse* on extremely small 
area*. It fall* of Its own weight, and 
not on account of thawing. When- 
ever a drift has piled up so high that 
it Is out of equilibrium it will soon 
tumble down; as it falls it strike* 
others easily dislodged, and by the 
time it has slid a thousand feet it 
will have gained great volume. If 
the slope Is steep its velocity will be 
great enough to hurl it across even 
comparatively level places in it* way. 
Bocks and trees, which at the time 
are full of frost, are broken to piece* 
and. mingling with th* snow, they 
increase the weight of the ma** till it 
is heavy as a small mountain. By 
the time it has passed another thou- 
sand feet its velocity is terrific and 
nothing but the end of the descent 
will check it. A great wind mine* 
before it then, and this in *orae cases 
Is strong enough to crush down a for- 
est. It always swirls up the snow 
in blinding eddie* for a long way 
ahead, hiding the avalanche behind. 
A terrific roar accompanies It.

Luckily enough but two were killed, 
but from that time on the old mtn 
was looked upon •* the oracle afc«t*- 
lut* la such matter*. Although there 
may be bomethiiig in the idea, it It 
aha noteworthy that no one evei 
pretend* to foretell the striking of a 
town or camp. 


One of the want conceivable acci- 


dents is the striking cf * railway 
train by an avalanche. Thi* hap- 
pened near Alpine, Col., two year* 
a&3; thres coaches were hurled into 
a cansn ar.d buried under fifty feet 
' enow acd debris. A dozen people 


were killed and injured and three 
days passed before all the ourvivor* 
were dug out. An account of the 
whale affair wis publiihed in many 
papers 'throughout th* country, and 
the impression given that such things 
were of common occurrence out here. 
Happily that is not the case. In gen- 
eral it may be said that it cannot 
occur, for the railroad companies al- 
ways employ a corp* of efficient men. 
whose business it 
is to keep well 


pasted on the fall of snow In rhose 
places where its presence threatens 
parsing train*. They are thus en- 
abled to warn train crews—by sig- 
nals—if the danger i* great; as a 
consequence the worst damage dor* 
is c:er*ly that of delay. When tie 
slide runs acros* the track it is a 
rare tiling that it dor* any further 
damage than that of blockading it. 
Tim, however, is more serious than 
Is generally known. Owing to the 
great amount of broken trees ana 
rock embedded 
in 
the snow, the 


bla.de* of the plow are frequently 
all broken at the first turn.

necessary then for the crew to go
